fire Thick smoke and the 
smell of burned wood 
filled the air around 102 
Avenue and 95 Street yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

A large crowd gathered 
around the Edmonton Au¬ 
to Spring Works building, 
founded in 1914, and 
watched the historic build¬ 


ing being gutted by a fire. 

“The building, by and 
large, has collapsed,” said 
deputy chief of operations 
John Lamb about an hour 
after firefighters got the 
call. 

More than 50 firefighters 
took a defensive approach 
to the fire because the roof 
collapsed and two walls 
failed early into the blaze. 

“It’s a shame to lose any 
building but in particular 


some of the landmarks are 
a big loss to the city,” Lamb 
said. “At this point this 
building is pretty well a 
write off.” 

The building was origi¬ 
nally a blacksmith busi¬ 
ness but has mostly been a 
mechanic shop for the 
near-century it’s been 
around. 

The city estimates the 
fire caused $2.5 million in 
damage.

U.S. Congress votes to pass 
landmark health-care overhaul 

Barack Obama has 
achieved what’s proven 
impossible for so many 
U.S. presidents before him 
— he’s ensured millions of 
uninsured Americans will 
soon get health care 
following a monumental 
vote that will undoubtedly 
define his presidency. 

Obama’s $940-billion US 
legislation was finally 
passed by the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives last night after 
a divisive year-long national 
debate that continued to 
rage unabated outside the 
ornate Capitol building all 
weekend, where angry pro¬ 
testers assailed the bill as 
lawmakers prepared to 
vote. 

“This is what change 
looks like,” Obama said dur¬ 
ing White House remarks 
just before midnight yester¬ 
day. 

“Tonight, when the pun¬ 
dits said it was no longer 
possible, we rose above the 
weight of our politics... we 
proved we are still a people 
capable of doing big 
things.” 

The bill will provide mil¬ 
lions of Americans with 
something Canadians have 
long taken for granted — 
health insurance, and the 
peace of mind that a life- 
threatening illness will not

result in financial ruin. 

The U.S. is the only coun¬ 
try in the developed world 
that does not provide some 
form of government health 
insurance to its citizens, 
and an estimated 50 million 
Americans lack any cover¬ 
age at all. 

“In the end, what this day 
represents is another stone 
firmly laid in the founda¬ 
tion of the American 
dream,” Obama said. 

But to the bitter end, it 
was a powderkeg on the 
House floor as Republicans 
made a last-ditch effort to 
stop the bill in a moment of 
political drama that fea¬ 
tured someone calling a 
congressional Democrat a 
“baby-killer.”

UN to cut Kandahar staff 

As NATO steps up, relief groups step away 


Growing levels of violence 
in Kandahar, and the 
prospect of more to come 
with NATO’s unfolding of¬ 
fensive in the area, has 
prompted the UN and oth¬ 
er relief organizations to 
step out of the way. 

The UN is in the process 
of cutting its foreign staff 
level in the southern city 
as part of a security review, 
said Susan Manuel, a 
spokeswoman for the UN 
mission in Kabul. 

“There has been a tem¬ 
porary reduction,” Manuel 
said. “We’re tiying to de¬ 
termine the profile of the 
staff, or who needs to be 
there doing what.” 


Scaling back 

• Over 100 people work at 
the UN in Kandahar. 

• Thirty-seven are foreign¬ 
ers, the rest are locals. 

• Staff cuts will only affect 
foreigners. 

Last week, NATO’s top 
commander in 

Afghanistan, U.S. Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal, de¬ 
clared the operation to 
root out insurgents in Kan¬ 
dahar was underway. 

But rather than opening 
with a D-Day-lilce assault as 
in Marjah, he said the of¬ 
fensive in Kandahar would

Pope Benedict XVI has 
urged Catholics to refrain 
from judging sinners a day 
after he rebuked Irish 
bishops for their handling 
of a half-century of sexual 
abuse of minors by clergy.

The pontiff didn’t men¬ 
tion his letter chastising Ire¬ 
land’s church hierarchy as 
he made his weekly appear¬ 
ance yesterday at St. Peter’s 
Square. He cited the Gospel 
passage about Jesus inviting 
those without sin to cast the 
first stone toward an adul¬ 
terer. Benedict told English- 
speaking pilgrims in the 
square, “Trusting in his 
great mercy toward us, we 
humbly beg his forgiveness 
for our own failings, and we 
ask for the strength to grow 


in his holiness.” 

In Germany, meanwhile, 
the news magazine Focus 
quoted the head of the Ger¬ 
man Bishops Conference 
yesterday as acknowledging 
that the Roman Catholic 
church consciously covered 
up cases of sexual abuse. 

Archbishop Robert Zol- 
litsch of Freiburg said that 
while most cases happened 
outside the church, “as¬ 
saults that took place in 
such numbers within our in¬ 
stitutions shame and fright¬ 
en me.”

RT parlc-and-ride pric¬ 
ing is back to council 
Wednesday, but this 
time the proposal is to 


reserve a fraction of the 
spaces for those willing to 
pay around $40 or $50 per 
month. The plan has al¬ 
ready been recommended 
by council’s Transportation 
and Public Works commit¬ 
tee and, with any luck, the 
one-year pilot, including up 
to 18 per cent of the spaces, 
will start in 2011. 

Even though most spaces 
will still be free, some coun¬ 
cillors (namely Linda Sloan 


and Karen Leibovici) seem 
to have reservations that 
this will create a two-tiered 
transportation system. 

Unfortunately, the phrase 
“invert the transportation 
hierarchy” is widely used in 
urban planning circles for a 
reason: Transportation is 
nothing if it isn’t a system 
of tiers. Car drivers have the 
jump on transit riders and 
bicyclists. All three lord 
over the pedestrian, a mode 


so little regarded that its 
name is often used to mean 
“undistinguished” and “or- 
dinaiy.” 

Within these broad tiers 
are finer gradations. 

Near the top of the heap 
are drivers who don’t pay to 
park. They don’t pay be¬ 
cause businesses and other 
parking providers have gen¬ 
erously decided that those 
of us who don’t use the 
parking should subsidize 


those who do — regardless 
of which group is responsi¬ 
ble or has the means to pay. 

Edmonton is, as absurd as 
it sounds, subsidizing peo¬ 
ple to not take the buses 
that often run around resi¬ 
dential areas half-empty. 

The city can’t charge full 
costs while other parking 
goes free, but that still 
shouldn’t stop it from ad¬ 
dressing existing inequali¬ 
ties. Can’t afford a car? Fare 


hike. Got a car and a 
monthly transit pass? Free 
parking. It’s perverse and 
regressive to maintain this 
double standard. 

Councillors are right to 
wony about discriminating 
based on income, but some 
of them are looking in the 
wrong place.

Counting down to Earth Hour

This coming Saturday, 
from 8:30 to 930 p.m. lo¬ 
cal time, more than a bil¬ 
lion people will be turning 
off their lights to help save 
the global environment. 

Earth Hour — an annual 
awareness-raising event 
promoted in dozens of 
countries by the World 
Wildlife Fund — is becom¬ 
ing one of the biggest envi¬ 
ronmental movements in 
history, according to its 
Canadian project manager, 
the WWF’s Tara Wood. 

“What’s really exciting 
about working on this 
project is that Canada usu¬ 
ally comes out in the top 
three countries, world¬ 
wide,” she enthuses. “For 
the past two years, more 
than half of all adult Cana¬ 
dians have participated in 
this event.” 

For 2010, more than 220 
Canadian cities are actively 
promoting Earth Hour, en¬ 
couraging citizens and lo¬ 
cal businesses to get in¬ 
volved. 

Critics have charged the 
amount of energy saved in 
a single hour is negligible, 
and power use rises dra¬ 
matically as soon as Earth 
Hour ends. Woods sees a 
larger purpose for this 
ever-expanding event. 

“It’s definitely not about 
the power we save in that 
hour,” she says. “It’s about 
making a strong, symbolic 
statement, and then taking 
that message to see what 
each of us can do - every 
day - to help live lighter on

the planet.” 

A lightbulb here, a 
parked car there, times a 
billion people. For Woods, 
this is an ongoing project, 
rather than a single event. 

“I think, overall, we hear 
about doom-and-gloom en¬ 
vironmental issues, and 
wonder how one person 
can make a difference?” 
says Woods. “I might drive 
a hybrid and have all ener¬ 
gy-efficient appliances, and 
look out the window and 
see my neighbour driving 
to work in his Hummer. 
But that’s where the beau¬ 
ty of Earth Hour comes in. 
It’s very positive, celebrato-

ly and inclusive. It’s all 
about people making it 
their own.” 

And while the event has 
grown exponentially since 
debuting in Sydney, Aus¬ 
tralia just three years ago, 
Woods looks forward to a 
time when Earth Hour 
won’t be anything special 
at all. 

“I think the best-case 
scenario is we get to a 


point where we don’t need 
events like this because 
everybody is so tuned in to 
what we can do every day 
to live a little bit lighter on 
the planet. But until we 
reach that point, I think 
it’s important for people to 
celebrate events like Earth 
Hour, and encourage their 
friends to adopt greener 
behavior and be role mod¬ 
els in their own lives.”

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Preparing for dollar parity 

Winnipeg exporter's foresight paying off as loonie climbs 



The dollar’s rise in 2007 caught many businesses by surprise. 


Parity preparations that be¬ 
gan at Craig McIntosh’s 
small Manitoba plastics 
business a decade ago have 
positioned the company to 
gain from a soaring loonie 
because it now buys more 
from the U.S. than it sells 
there. 

The loonie closed at 98.39 
cents US Friday afternoon 
after a week of anticipation. 

At Winnipeg-based Acry- 
lon Plastics Inc., where 
McIntosh is president and 
CEO, preparing for parity 
included upgrading equip¬ 
ment to increase productivi¬ 
ty, cutting costs, revamping 
its market focus and chang¬ 
ing the way it managed fi¬ 
nances. 

Since 2003, McIntosh has 


reversed an export-oriented 
business that shipped 70 
per cent of its plastics to the 
U.S. and sold 30 per cent at 
home. Last year, the compa¬ 
ny sold 65 per cent of its 
products in Canada and 
shipped only 35 per cent 
south of the border. 

“Now we’re a net buyer 
from the U.S. as opposed to 
a net seller,” McIntosh said. 

Acrylon, which has five 
plants in the Prairies and 
225 employees, produces 
plastic parts for four diverse 
markets — windows, farm 
machinery, buses and play¬ 
ground equipment. 

The company has also re¬ 
duced its exposure to cur¬ 
rency fluctuations by sim¬ 
plifying its finances. Cus¬ 


tomers once paid Acrylon in 
U.S. funds, which it then 
converted into Canadian 
funds that it paid to suppli¬ 
ers, who were converting it 
back into American dollars. 

Since 2004, the company 
has reduced the amount of 


business it conducts in U.S. 
funds from 70 per cent to 
40 per cent. In doing so, it 
has created what econo¬ 
mists call a natural hedge 
against currency fluctua¬ 
tions.

Smith estate 
loses fight over 
inheritance

Howard Marshall over the 
$1.6 billion estate the oil 
tycoon left after his 1995 
death at age 90. 

Marshall’s son E. Pierce 
Marshall died in 2006 and 
Smith perished after a 
drug overdose in 2008.

About a week lat¬ 
er, the video has now 
been viewed well 
over 20 million times 
at YouTube and the mu¬ 
sic video website Vevo. 


“A lot of people conflate 
the fact that videos disap¬ 
peared from television as a 
fact that the audience didn’t 
want them — and that’s not 
the case,” said Rio Caraeff, 
president of Vevo, which 
launched in December and 
is owned by Sony Music En¬ 
tertainment, Universal Mu¬ 
sic Group and Abu Dhabi 
Media Company. 

“The broad¬ 
casters on tele¬ 
vision made 
a decision 
to 


move away from videos be¬ 
cause they wanted to get 
people to watch TV for 
longer periods of time, for 
their own business model. 

“The appetite for the 
videos didn’t go away, it’s 
just been channelled to the 
web where people can 
watch whatever they want 
on demand.” 

Music videos are actually 
the most viewed of 
all online videos, and ac¬ 
cording to traffic meas¬ 
urement firm Visible 
Measures, they’re 
indisputably No. 1 
when you factor in 
their influence. 


The 




company’s “true reach” stat 
counts a video’s views on 
different sites across the 
web and also accounts for 
the hits generated by user- 
created fan videos, whether 
they be tributes or spoofs, 
said spokesman Matthew 
Fiorentino. 

When factoring in fan en¬ 
gagement, the most viewed 
and most influential online 
video in the history of the 
Internet is surprising — it’s 
the music video Crank That 
by Soulja Boy.

Beef Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 tsp salt 

1 small red onion, halved 
and thinly sliced 
100 g radishes, sliced 
1 thick-cut lean rump 
steak, trimmed of fat 

1 tbsp olive oil 

1/4 tsp dried mixed herbs 

2 tbsp walnut oil 

1 tbsp balsamic vinegar 
4 celery stalks, sliced on 
diagonal 

125 g bag of mixed lettuce 
leaves 


METHOD: 

1. Stir salt into bowl of 
cold water until dissolved. 
Add onion and radish 
slices and leave to soak 
while cooking steak. 

2. Heat nonstick frying 
pan until hot. Pat steak 
dry with paper towel. Rub 
steak on both sides with 2 
tsp of olive oil, then 
season with herbs and 


some black pepper. Cook 
steak for 2 1/2-3 V2 
minutes per side. Transfer 
steak to board and leave to 
rest. 

3. Whisk remaining olive 
oil, walnut oil and vinegar 
together. Cut steak into 
slices about 1/4 in. thick. 
Pour collected juices into 
dressing. 

4. Drain onion and radish¬ 
es well, put into large 
bowl; add dressing with 
celery and beef. Gently 
toss. Divide salad among 
four plates, then spoon 
over beef mixture. Serve 
immediately.
